However that may be, Mrs. Manthey is the one and only corres- 
pondent DIE PRESSE has in the United States and by and large, 
Schulmeister said, he is satisfied with her work. "Of course she 
sometimes makes mistakes as we all do, 1 .

3. When the IO pointed out ,! the mistakes” in the recent Berlin story, 
Schulmeister expressed his regrets and said he would try to avoid 
a recurrence. 
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
